By preference, 
when working with wheat, he would chew one 
variety on one side of his mouth and anothar 
on the other, thus making comparative tests for 
elasticity and flavor. One day he chewed 
what seemed to him to be an exceptionally at¬ 
tractive pellet of the wheat gum. There is 
the story. Now eighty per cent, of the wheat¬ 
growing area of the West is covered with wheat 
produced from the variety he chewed more than 
a quarter of g century ago.

Province, the Government’s most powerful 
journalistic supporter, over the motion picture 
censorship bill. Another—and much more 
serious—reaction followed the peremptory dis¬ 
missal of Judge MacGill of the Juvenile Court 
of Vancouver. 

.This vsjas an unwarranted interference with 
the judiciary which since has echoed all, over 
the country. Newspapers of every shade of 
political thought have devoted editorial com¬ 
ment to the incident and a general opmton seems 
to have been reached which n far-f rom Batter¬ 
ing to the Government as a whole or to the 
Attorney-General in particular. 

The public was especially surprised at this 
action by the Government. In many plat¬ 
form speeches before thfc election Dr. Tolmie 
was emphatic in his declaration that he would 
countenance no disturbance with competent 
servants in the pay of the Province on political 
or any other grounds. As long as any Govern¬ 
ment over which he might preside got a dollar's 
worth of work for a dollar paid, no servant 
need fear for his job. Even after he had been 
authorized to form a Government, Dr. Tolmie 
reiterated his statement that no civil servant 
would be dismissed without adequate cause. 
This pledge has been ignored. 

If this session proved to be the graveyard 
of certain public hopes, it also Was the burial 
place of our venerable ' friend the log export 
question. The lalt rites were performed by 
the Premier and Hon. Mr. Bruhn, who de¬ 
clared thaf the export of logs was a business 
necessity and the Government would not think 
of trying to stop it. The session Hill be 
memorable for that moving ceremony if for not 
very nrtch else.

Last year** production, for example, set a 
new record of 242.382 car*, having a sales 
value, f.o.b. plant, of $151,826,338. Phis 
output was eighteen per cent greater in num¬ 
ber and twenty-four per cent higher in value 
thin in 1926. the next best year, wjicn 204,- 
727 cars, valued at $ 122.629,5-37. were made. 
In 1927. it is now pointed out, production 
totaled 179,054 cars, valued at $115,- 
904.228 

Compared with data for ihe previous year, 
figure* for 1928 show that the number of car* 
made available for use in Canada was the 
highest on record, and that the number of* cars 
imported and thmumber exported also reached 
new high levels. Imports for the year totaled 
47,408 cars, an increase of twenty-nine pier dent 
over the corresponding figure of 36.630 cars 
in 1927, and exports numbered 79.855 cars, 
or thirty-eight per cent more than the total of 
57,852 cars shipped in the previous year. 

The apparent "consumption" of motor cars 
in Canada last year was 210,035, a figure 
which compare* with 157.832 cars in 1927 
and 158,577 cars in 1926. During the year 
under review, moreover, one new car was made 
available lor every forty-six person* in the Do¬ 
minion. Registration figure*, according to the 
Bureau of Statistic*, are not yet ready for 
1928; but those for 1927 showed'that one car 
was in use for every ten person* in this country 
—ample evidence of our prosperity.
